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The  Montana  Multi-Cultural  History  Project  is  funded  through  a  planning  grant 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  to  the  Montana  Historical 
Society.  The  assistance  of  museums  througjiout  the  state  made  the  preparation 
of  this  document  possible. 


INTRODUCTION 

The  primary  goals  of  the  Montana  Multi-Cultural  History  Project  are  to 
increase  public  use  and  appreciation  of  cultural  institutions  such  as  museums 
and  libraries,  to  encourage  resource  sharing  among  these  institutions,  and  to 
make  greater  use  of  existing  resources  for  the  public  good.  In  an  effort  to 
accaiplish  these  objectives,  and  to  provide  information  necessary  to  develop 
public  programs,  a  survey  of  historical  resources  in  the  state's  museums  was 
initiated  in  June  of  1979.  In  addition,  questionnaires  were  distributed  to 
eighty  historical  museums  throughout  tlie  state;  seventy-ti-ro  responses  were 
received.  Ihose  responses  are  presented  in  this  listing  of  Montana's  histori- 
cal museums  for  your  information  and  use.  Ihe  resource  survey  included  on-site 
visits  by  Dan  Gallacher  to  museums  throughout  Montana  in  an  effort  to  assess 
tlieir  needs,  interests,  and  strengths. 

The  museums  in  this  guide  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  name,  and  are 
indexed  according  to  general  topics  which  describe  the  individual  collections. 
A  map  i>iiich  precedes  the  listings  locates  the  museums  by  city.  Museums  in  the 
state  vary  greatly  in  physical  size,  the  size  and  depth  of  their  collections, 
and  in  their  presentation  of  artifacts.  In  some,  artifacts  of  many  types  are 
presented  without  thematic  interpretation;  in  others,  exhibitions  are  designed 
to  interpret  a  particular  topic  or  theme.  Major  strengths  of  collections,  as 
identified  by  the  museums,  are  indicated  by  an  asterisk  in  the  Index. 


State  monuments  or  parks  are  included  that  have  special  historical  signi- 
ficance and  interpretive  displays.  For  a  detailed  listing  of  state  monuments, 
state  parks,  and  historic  sites,  refer  to  the  Montana  Historic  Preservation  Plan 
compiled  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Coimission  in  July,  1975. 

Ihese  survey  results  provide  a  general  profile  of  museum  holdings  in 
>fontana  which  we  hope  will  be  useful  to  people  throughout  the  state.  We  hope 
also  that  this  conpilation  will  not  only  encourage  Montanans  to  visit  both 
local  and  regional  museums,  but  will  help  museums  to  share  their  resources  and 
expertise  with  each  other  and  with  other  cultural  institutions. 

Special  thanks  are  given  to  Melinda  Quivik  and  Brian  Shovers  for  putting 
this  handbook  together,  and  to  Dan  Gallacher,  i^Aio   added  over  5,000  miles  to  his 
odometer  while  visiting  more  than  40  museums  and  a  number  of  individuals  as  a 
part  of  our  resource  assessment.  Melinda  Quivik  also  deserves  a  round  of 
applause  for  preparing  the  canpanion  to  this  handbook:  the  highway  map  of 
>bntana  historical  collections.  Without  the  cooperation  of  people  in  museums 
across  the  state,  this  publication  would  have  been  impossible.
